the firft and fineft is virgin honey, not very firm, and ot a 
fragrant fmell: it is thc firft produce of the (Warm, ob¬ 
tained by draining from the combs without preffing. The 
fecond is thicker than the fiift, often almoft folid, procured 
from the combs by preflure: and the word is the common 
yellow honey, exiradted by heating the combs over the fire, 
and then prefling them. In the flowers of plants, by certain 
glands near the bafis in the petals, is fecreted a fweet juice, 
which the bee, by means of its probolis or trunk, fucks up, 
fwallows it, flies av/ay with it to the hive, and difebarges 
again from the ftomach through the mouth into fome of the 
cells of the comb. The honey thus taken up into the body of 
the bee, and depofited again into the cells of the comb, is 
deftined for the foes of the young offspring; but in hard fea- 
fons the bees are fometimes reduced to the neceffiiy of feeding 
on it themfelves, and die cf hunger after they have eat it all 
up. Honey, taken out of the new combs early in the Sum¬ 
mer, is vaftly preferrable to that taken from the'fame hive in 
Autumn.
